PURCHASE  OF  REPRINTS  LIMITED  TO  RESEARCH  PAPERS 

Authority  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  purchase  reprints  of  articles 
by  Department  employees  published  in  outside  journals  is  limited  to  papers  of 
definite  technical  and  scientific  nature.  In  harmony  with  the  understanding 
reached  with  the  Congressional  committee  when  this  authorization  was  granted 
the  Department,  the  intent,  as  officially  interpreted,  was  to  limit  the  articles  to 
those  devoted  primarily  to  reporting  "results  of  authorized  research  projects. 
Such  outside  articles  should  supplement  rather  than  conflict  with  the  Depart- 
ment's publications  on  related  subjects.  Articles  of  popular  character,  those  on 
regulatory  subjects,  and  others  which  are  merely  general  descriptions  of  experi- 
ment stations  and  their  work,  even  though  containing  some  results,  are  not  eligible 
for  official  purchase  in  the  form  of  reprints. 

Reprints  of  papers  in  outside  publications  are  generally  purchased  in  editions 
of  100  to  200  copies,  the  former  being  the  preferred  number  and  the  latter  the 
maximum  (except  in  very  unusual  cases  of  demonstrated  need).  When  larger 
supplies  are  required  for  official  purposes,  manuscripts  should  be  offered  for 
publication  by  the  Department  for  issuance  in  printed,  mimeographed,  or  other 
suitable  form. 
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This  information  is  furnished  employees  to  avoid  needless  correspondence  and 
possible  embarrassment  through  obtaining,  from  publishers,  estimates  on  the 
cost  of  reprints  which  the  Department  later  cannot  purchase  through  lackfof 
authority.  In  all  cases  it  should  be  made  clear  to  the  publisher  that  inquiry 
about  the  cost  of  reprints  is  not  a  purchase  order.  If  there  is  doubt  about  the 
character  of  an  article  or  official  authority  to  purchase  reprints  of  it,  the  Wash- 
ington office  should  be  consulted  preferably  in  advance  of  negotiations  with  the 
publisher.
